It was good, clean, high-sounding stuff that nobody 
takes too seriously. 
With his remarkable ability for being self-righteous, 
rather than simply right, Bond has over-reacted in an 
offensive manner on the matter of specialized license 
plates, which mean a lot to certain people for a variety 
of reasons, all of them legitimate. 
The license plates, usually bearing low numbers, are 
considered prestigious by their owners, or they are 
treasured because of some sentimental attachment.
